On June 6, 2014, Lieutenant Michael Berg, Sergeant David Ladjevic and Sergeant 
Jose J. Garcia of the Internal Affairs Bureau responded to Century Regional Detention 
Facility. This was in regards to a use of force by Deputy Samuel Aispuro 

during an arrest. 


On June 6, 2014, Deputy Aispuro E was assigned to traffic enforcement on a 
Sheriff's department motorcycle. He was riding by the Metro Exposition Line PAX, 
when he saw a woman (Suspect Pamela McCastle) seated on a PAX bench, on the 
street level. He recognized the suspect from a previous contact two weeks prior. 
During the first contact, Deputy Aispuro observed the suspect charging her cellular 
telephone from a PAX electrical outlet. The electrical outlet was originally installed with 
a locking door in order to keep the public from stealing electricity (utilities), without 
paying. Persons unknown removed the locking door of the outlet. 


During the first contact, Deputy Aispuro warned the suspect that she was not supposed 
to charge her telephone at the PAX outlet, that she was stealing utilities. The suspect 
told Deputy Aispuro that she did not know she was stealing utilities and was allowed to 
leave. 


On June 6, 2014, Deputy Aispuro saw the suspect seated on the same bench of the 
Metro Exposition Line PAX. He stopped and dismounted his motorcycle. As he 
approached the suspect, he saw she had her cellular telephone connected to the same 
electrical outlet.

As the suspect noticed Deputy Aispuro, she stood up and disconnected her telephone. 
Deputy Aispuro asked the suspect for identification and she said she did not have 
identification. Deputy Aispuro’s intentions were to cite the suspect for Theft of Utilities. 


The suspect walked away from Deputy Aispuro and collected her telephone as well as 
her purse. Deputy Aispuro tried to detain the suspect by grabbing her left and right 
wrists from behind as she walked away. Simultaneously, the suspect pulled away from 
Deputy Aispuro and turned counter clockwise. With her right hand free, she bladed her 
left side toward Deputy Aispuro. 


In order to gain control of the suspect, Deputy Aispuro pulled the suspect's left wrist 
toward him and continued to reach for her right arm from behind her. The suspect 
continued to pull away from Deputy Aispuro, thus, resisting his hold. At this time, 
Deputy Aispuro heard a snap coming from the suspect's arm. Deputy Aispuro believed 
her arm may have broken. She continued to resist his grasp and Deputy Aispuro 
requested assisting units to his location, as well as rescue for the suspect's injury. 


Deputy Aispuro guided the suspect to the ground and held her down until assisting units 
arrived. The suspect was placed under arrest without further incident.

Samuel Aispuro, Deputy E U ransit Services Bureau, Traffic Motors Unit, was 
interviewed on March 10, 2015, by Sergeants Jose J. Garcia and Mark Lopez of the 
Internal Affairs Bureau. The interview was conducted at the Internal Affairs Bureau and 
it was audio recorded. The following is a summary of the interview: 


Deputy Aispuro said he was assigned a Traffic Motors Unit on June 6, 2014. He was on 
patrol and saw a woman (the suspect) sitting on a bench on the street level of the 
Exposition Boulevard PAX. 


Deputy Aispuro recognized the suspect from having contacted her approximately one 
week prior. The week prior, the suspect was seated on the same bench with other 
people. He could not recall who or how many people were with the suspect at this time. 
She was charging her cellular telephone on a PAX outlet, which is not supposed to be 
used by the public. 


Deputy Aispuro said that the outlet was originally locked with a locking door, but 
persons unknown damaged the locking mechanism and removed the door. 


During the first contact, Deputy Aispuro told the suspect that she was stealing utilities 
and that she could be cited or even arrested for the crime. The suspect told Deputy 
Aispuro that she did not know she was stealing utilities. Deputy Aispuro allowed the 
suspect and the people she was with to leave. 


Deputy Aispuro was asked if he reported the outlet door broken to any transit 
maintenance employee and he said he did not report it. He said that it is common and 
he often reports maintenance problems to the Transit maintenance employees but only 
when he sees those employees throughout the week. He said he intended on reporting 
the broken outlet door but had not seen any maintenance employees that week. 


On June 6, 2015, Deputy Aispuro stopped his motorcycle and walked up to the suspect. 
As he approached her, he could see that she was charging her cellular telephone on the 
same outlet. 


The suspect immediately stood up, grabbed her purse, walked to the outlet and 
disconnected her telephone. As she walked away from Deputy Aispuro, he asked her 
for identification and she told him she had no identification. Deputy Aispuro said that his 
intention was to cite her for the violation.

Due to the suspect walking and stating she had no identification, he tried to detain her 
by grabbing her wrists from behind. He said he recalled grabbing her left wrist with his 
left hand and her right wrist with his right hand from behind. 


The suspect continued to walk away and pull away from Deputy Aispuro. Deputy 
Aispuro told her to stop resisting and for a moment, the suspect stopped resisting. 


Deputy Aispuro reached for his handcuffs with his right hand at which time, the suspect 
pulled her right hand away, turned counterclockwise and bladed the left side of her body 
toward Deputy Aispuro. 


Deputy Aispuro said he was surprised at the suspect's reaction to his attempt to detain 
her. As the suspect resisted, she repeatedly said she wanted to go home. 


Deputy Aispuro said he attempted to effect a wrist lock by locking the suspect's wrist 
between his left forearm and his chest. The suspect continued to try to pull away from 
Deputy Aispuro. 


Deputy Aispuro said as he pulled her left arm toward him he felt and heard a loud pop 
coming from her left arm. He immediately believed the suspect's arm was broken. 


Deputy Aispuro said that when he heard her arm pop, he released pressure on the 
suspect's arm and told her to get on the ground. 


The suspect told Deputy Aispuro that he broke her arm as she stood, at which time 
Deputy Aispuro guided the suspect down to the ground and held her down by placing 
his hands on her back. Deputy Aispuro requested units to assist him at the location as 
well as rescue for the suspect. 


Deputy Aispuro kept the suspect pinned down and she was not handcuffed until 
assisting units arrived. 


Deputy Aispuro was asked if he considered using any other tools or weapons to 
overcome the suspect's resistance. He said he believed he had a certain amount of 
control of the suspect and did not want to release his hold on her, so he chose to not 
deploy any other tools.

Deputy Aispuro was shown a surveillance video from the Exposition PAX, which 
depicted the incident between him and the suspect. 


Deputy Aispuro was asked if his recollection of the incident was refreshed or even 
changed after seeing the video. He said that the video was consistent with his 
recollection of the incident. 


Deputy Aispuro recalled grabbing the suspect's two wrists from behind when he first 
made contact with the suspect. In the video, it appeared that he approached her and 
only grabbed the suspect's left wrist and not her right wrist. Deputy Aispuro was asked 
to explain this and he said that his recollection is that he held both of the suspect's 
wrists and that it was difficult to see the actions he explained in the video. 


SUSPECT’S STATEMENT: 
Pamela McCastle: 


Pamela McCastle, was interviewed on June 6, 2014, by Sergeants Jose J. Garcia and 
David Ladjevic of the Internal Affairs Bureau. The interview took place at Century 
Regional Detention Center, in an interview room. The interview was audio recorded. 
This is a summary of the interview: 


The suspect said that three weeks prior to June 6, 2014, she was charging her 
telephone at the same station when Deputy Aispuro warned her that she could be 
arrested for charging her telephone there. Deputy Aispuro told her that he would arrest 
her if she did this again. She said she took this as a warning and believed he would 
return. 


The suspect said that earlier that day, on June 6, 2014, she was sitting at the Brea and 
Jefferson Metro station. She said she was charging her telephone from an electrical 
outlet, when Deputy Aispuro arrived and told her she was going to jail for charging her 
telephone. The suspect said she told Deputy Aispuro she was not going to jail for 
charging her telephone so she resisted his arrest. She said she pulled away and would 
not be handcuffed. The suspect said that she thought it was no big deal to charge her 
telephone so she did not want to go to jail. The suspect said that Deputy Aispuro 
grabbed her left arm and tried to grab her right arm. With her right hand free, she dialed 
911 and tried to tell the 911 operator that she was being arrested for charging her 
telephone.

The suspect said that as Deputy Aispuro grabbed her from behind, he struck her left 
tricep area with a “karate chop.” The suspect continued to pull away from Deputy 
Aispuro as he pulled her left arm toward him. The suspect heard Deputy Aispuro call 
for “back up” and then told her to get on the ground, which she did. 


The suspect was asked if she complied with Deputy Aispuro’s command to get on the 
ground and to stop resisting and she said she gave up once the other deputies arrived. 
The suspect said she was handcuffed by one of the assisting deputies. 


The suspect said she was struck only once on her tricep and was not struck anywhere 
else. 


The suspect later said that Deputy Aispuro struck her before she began to resist. She 


said she only resisted because she was in fear for her life, adding that she was afraid of 
Deputy Aispuro pulling out his baton and using it on her. 
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
